1. AT 1 1:43 PM, MARCH 8, 1976, HIGH EXPLOSIVE DEVICE DE- 
TONATED IN ENTRANCE WAY TO HORN AND HARD ART COFFEE 
SHOP LOCATED AROUND THE CORNER ON 45TH STREET 
FROM ENTRANCES TO AEROFLOT TICKET OFFICE AND CZECHOSLOVAK 
AIRLINES TICKET OFFICE WHICH ARE LOCATED IN SAME BUILDING, 
BUT WHICH ARE ENTERED FROM FIFTH AVENUE. THERE WERE NO 
INJURIES. (THE ADDRESS IS 545 FIFTH AVENUE, BUT THE 
ENTRANCE TO THE BUILDING, WHICH IS MULTI-STORIED, IS ON 
45TH STREET ADJACENT TO HORN AND HARD ART IN AN EASTERLY 
DIRECTION.) AEROFLOT OCCUPIES ADDITIONAL SPACE 
ON SECOND FLOOR OF THE BUILDING, PART OF WHICH IS DIRECTLY 
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FOUR DISPLAY WINDOWS WHICH ARE LOCATED AT STREET LEVEL 
ON 45TH STREET ADIACENT TO HORN AND HARDART IN A WESTERLY 
DIRECTION. 

2. ENTRANCE WAY TO HORN AND HARDART SUFFERED EXTENSIVE 
DAMAGE AND THERE WERE APPROXIMATELY SIX WINDOWS BROKEN 
ON OFFICE BUILDING ACROSS 45TH STREET. 

AEROFLOT OFFICE SPACE ON SECOND FLOOR, 45TH STREET SIDE, 

SUSTAINED ONE BROKEN WINDOW. THIS IS THE ONLY DAMAGE TO 
SOVIET PROPERTY. TWO OF THE FOUR DISPLAY WINDOWS OF 
CZECH AIRLINES LOCATED AT STREET LEVEL ON 45H STREET 
WERE SPLINTERED (SAFETY GLASS); THERE WAS INSIDE DAMAGE CZECH 
TICKET OFFICE. 

3. NEW YORK POST RECEIVED CALL AT 1 : 10 AM, MARCH 9, FROM 
ANONYMOUS MALE WHO STATED THAT "JEWISH ARMED RESISTANCE” 

WAS TAKING CREDIT FOR EXPLOSION. NEW YORK POST EMPLOYEE, 
KENNETH MORAN, RECALLED THAT CALLER SAID ACTION WAS TO 
"PROTEST MIDDLE EAST SITUATION." 

4. NEW YORK CITY POLICE MAINTAIN 24-HOUR FIXED POST AT AEROFLOT 
OFFICES. EXACT LOCATION OF FIXED POST IS IN FRONT OF 

TICKET OFFICE ENTRANCE AT STREET LEVEL ON FIFTH AVENUE, 

AROUND THE CORNER AND APPROXIMATELY 100 FEET FROM THE SITE 
OF THE EXPLOSION. POLICE OFFICER WAS AT THAT LOCATION WHEN 
HE HEARD EXPLOSION. HE DID NOT SEE ANYONE RUNNING FROM 
THE SCENE. POLICE MAINTAIN THAT THE OFFICER HAS NO IN- 
STRUCTIONS AND NO REASON TO WALK AROUND THE CORNER TO OBSERVE 
AREA WHERE EXPLOSIVE WAS PLACED. POLICE OFFICER BY REMAINING 
ON FIFTH AVENUE IN FRONT OF AEROFLOT TICKET OFFICE IS 
ALSO PROVIDING PROTECTION FOR ENTRANCE WAY TO CZECH AIRLINES 
TICKET OFFICE SINCE IT IS ALSO ON FIFTH AVENUE NEXT DOOR 
TO AEROFLOT. IT IS EASY TO SPECULATE THAT HAD THERE NOT 
BEEN A POLICE OFFICER IN FRONT OF ENTRANCE TO AEROFLOT 
TICKET OFFICE OR HAD THE POLICE OFFICER NOT BEEN MANNING 
HIS POST PROPERLY, ENTRANCE WAY TO AEROFLOT TICKET OFFICE 
WOULD HAVE BEEN CHOSEN AS THE LOCATION FOR THE BOMB AND 
IF SO THAT OFFICE WOULD HAVE BEEN COMPLETELY DESTROYED.
